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*'The C nsumption of Paper is the Tibeddute of a People’s Culture.” 
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A patent has been issued to Joseph Parker and 
Joseph H. Greenleaf, of New Haven, Conn., for 
an improvement in the manufacture of paper 
lint or felt—that is to say, a fabric from paper 
pulp possessing the soft fibrous qualities of felt, 
and which in consequence of such soft fibrous | 
nature becomes a powerful absorbent, and is 
particularly designed for surgical purposes 
where lint is usually employed, or for purposes 
where a similar rapid absorbent is desirable. 

Soft papers, such as blotting paper or like ma- 
terials made from paper stock in half-state, 
while they possess a considerable absorbing 
power, do not attain the full capacity of absorp- 
tion except the material be first moistened or 
pressed upon the liquid to be absorbed so as to 
force the liquid into the fibres of the paper. The 
object of this invention is the production of a 
felt or lint from paper-pulp which shall be an in- 
stantaneous absorbent and without the aids usu- 
ally applied to similar materials. Paper pro- 
duced by any of the usual machinery in sheets 
or rolls substantially like blotting paper, can be 
used, but paper produced by the Fourdrinier 
machine is preferred, as it possesses the quality 
of uniform strength in every direction; while 
paper made on the cylinder-machine is weak in 
one direction, and would not stand the breaking 
process. The pulp may be otherwise manipu- 
lated so as to assume the form and consistency 
of blotting paper, and the improved paper felt 
or lint can be produced from this material. 

The invention consists in subjecting the pape

ranged in suitable bearings, with the utes run- 
ning longitudinally of the roll—the ribs of one 
roll working in the grooves of the other. Adja- 
cent to these, in similar bearings another pair of 
fluted rolls are employed; in these the flutes run 
spirally—that is to say, the flutes in the succes- 
sive pairs of rolls run in a different line—and the 
number of such pairs of rolls may be multiplied 
to any desirableextent. Near the rolls a slide is 
arranged. This moves in guides vertically, and 
is preferably in a line substaiftially parallel with 
the rolls to which it is adjacent. To this slide a 
rapid, vertically-reciprocating movement is im- 
parted by means of its communication witk the 
shaft to which power is applied by a pulley or 
otherwise. This slide carries a pair of thin bars, 
leaving a space between them parallel with the 
surface of the table or bed, and at each side of 
the bars is a stationary bar, distant above the 
table slightly more than the thickness of the pa- 
per, which is to pass between the table and the 
stationary bars. Below these bars an opening 
through the table corresponds substantially to 
the opening between them, and the relative po- 
sition of the moving bars to these two openings 
is such that the reciprocating movement will 
carry the lower bar up between the two station- 
ary bars, and returning, the bars will fall until the 
upper bar passes below the surface of the table, so 
that the opening between the two moving bars 
passes both above and below the space between 
the table and the stationary bars, 

A second slide is next arranged and in a line 
diagonal to the first slide; this carries similar 
bars and works between similar bars, arranged 
relatively to the table as described for the first, 
and the reciprocation, therefore, is from the po- 
sition in one to the position in the other. More 
or less of such bars may be arranged, but should 
be at different angles to each other; two, how- 
ever, are found to be sufficient. 

The operation of the machine is as follows: 
The paper prepared as first described is intro- 
duced between the first rolls and passes between 
the first pair of rolls, thence to the next pair. 
The bending of the paper into the grooves of the 
rolls produces upon the paper a rubbing action, 
which causes a disarrangement or loosening of 
the fibres of the paper. From these rolls the 
paper passes between the stationary bars and 
the table and between the reciprocating bars, 
thence between the table and the other station- 
ary bars, and between the next reciprocating 
bars, thence to the feeding-rolls, the latter grad- 
nally drawing the paper through the breaking 
and rubbing mechanism. The action of the re- 
ciprocating bars would be illustrated by holding 
a fabric in both hands closed upon it a short 
distance from each other, and rubbing or break- 
ing the whole intermediate body between the 
fingers of the two hands. A single pair of the 
bars would perform the same work by present- 
ing the paper successively at different angles, 
but the combination of the fluted rolls and re- 
ciprocating bars perform the work much more 
expeditiously and effectively than when either 
are used separately, This breaking action sep-

The claims of the inventors comprise: 

1. A process for the manufacture of paper felt 
or lint, consisting in subjecting the paper to a

2. In a machine for the manufacture of paper 
felt or lint, the combination of fluted rolls and 
vertically-reciprocating breakers. 

3. In a machine for the manufacture of paper 
felt or lint, the combination of fluted rolls and 
reciprocating brakes with feeding mechanism to 
draw the material through the rubbing and 
breaking devices. 

4. In a machine for the manufacture of paper 
felt or lint, the combination of reciprocating 
brakes with the feeding mechanism to draw the 
material through said rubbers. 
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Eosine. 


M. A. Baeyer has given some further particu- 
lars on the preparation of thiis important dye. 
The Pes material, fluoresceine (C* H! Ow” +

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efter three to six hours. From it Snaveecehas is 
obtained by extraction with boiling alcohol, and 
is insoluble in cold water, sparingly soluble in 
hot, but dissolves freely in alcohol and ether. It 
is a feeble acid, and dyes wool a fast yellow with 
a reddish tone. If treated with nitric acid it 
yields tetranitrated fluoresceine, an orange com- 
pound, which dyes wools, and dissolves alkalies 
with a violet color. 

If fluoresceine is suspended in glacial acetic acid, 
or in alcohol, and treated with bromine, there 
is produced tetra-bromfluoresceine, otherwise 
known as eosine. For this purpose fluoresceine is 
mixed with four parts of glacial acetic acid, and 
a solution of bromine, in glacial acetic acid, con- 
taining 20 per cent. of the former isadded. Tetra- 
bromfluoresceine (eosine) separates from the solu- 
tion in orange crystals. The potash-salt of eosine 
is obtained by treating an excess of tetra-brom- 
fluoresceine with potash-lye, filtering, concentrat- 
ing in the water-bath, and allowing to crystal- 
lize. This compound is known in commerce as 
soluble eosine (water-eosine), while the free eosine 
requires to be dissolved in spirit.—Chem. Review. 
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The Coloring Matter of Litmus. 


No one, I believe, has hitherto called attention 
to the fact that the dark-blue powder, indifferent 
to the action of acids, and so often mentioned as 
being found along with litmus, is really indigo. 
Has this indigo been added intentionally? Has 
any one imagined it possible to improve the 
quality of the litmus by the admixture of this 
deep-blue powder? Or during the fermentation 
of the lichens employed as sources of the color- 
ing matter, has the urine added, and which con- 
tains indican, given rise to indigo? These are 
questions to be studied; but for my part, the 
quantity of indigo found in litmus leads me to 
think that it has been added intentionally. 

If we treat commercial litmus with ordinary 
spirit of wine in a large flask, and shake briskly, 
we obtain a turbid liquid, of a violet blue, which, 
on boiling, deposits a fine powder of indigo, while 
a coloring matter of a fine red (in many kinds 
of litmus presenting a green fluorescence), and 
indifferent to acids, remains in solution. The 
lumps of litmus which remain after this treat- 
ment are moistened with distilled water, and 
allowed to stand for at least twenty-four hours, 
after which the strongly colored solution is de- 
canted and evaporated in a water-bath. The ex- 
tractive coloring matter which remains is repeat- 
edly treated with absolute alcohol containing a 
little acetic acid, and submitted to a final evapora- 
tion, by which the water is so completely elimin- 
ated that the dry, friable residue may be pulver- 
ized. The brown powder thus obtained is then 
treated with absolute alcohol containing acetic 
acid, which removes large quantities of a scarlet 
red coloring matter very similar to orceine, 
which under the influence of ammonia turns, 
not blue, but reddish violet. By this treatment, 





which leaves as a residue the coloring matter of | 
the litmus, the latter becomes so sensitive that it | 


may be used as safely as the tincture of cochi- 
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| Manner, 





neal for the titration of the alkaline-earthy | 
carbonates in well-waters, which cannot be done | 
with tincture or litmus prepared in the ordinary 
manner. The red-brown coloring matter, in- 
soluble in absolute alcohol mixed with acetic 
acid, is then dissolved in water, filtered, evapor- 
ated to drynessin the watér-bath, and finally 
freed from every trace of acetic acid by re- 
peated drenchings with pure, absolute alcohol 
and consecutive evaporations. The brittle body, 
easily reduced to a brown powder, thus obtained, 
is the coloring matter of the litmus. It is soluble | 
in water, to which it imparts a brownish-red | 
color, and it possesses great sensibility. By using | 
large quantities of absolute alcohol, we obtain 
still more easily the sensitive coloring matter of 
litmus. We precipitate the first aqueous solu- 
tion with a large excess of alcohol; after acidu- | 
lation with acetic acid, we collect the flocculent 
precipitate; we wash with alcohol, redissolve in 
water, and then proceed a8 above directed.— 
Berichte der Berlin Chem. Gesellsch. 
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Gerlach’s Ammonia Soda Process. 





The ammonia soda process in its application 
to the disposal of gas liquors, as patented by 
Dr. Gerlach, is distinguished from the ordinary 
ammonia process in several points. He effects 
the best prossible utilization of gas liquor, and 
brings continually fresh quitntities of gas liquor 
into play, The ammonia sofla process, on the 
other hand, aims merely at the production of 
soda, and reconverts thé sal-ammoniac em- 
ployed again and again into caustic ammonia. 
The sal ammoniac obtained by decomposing gas 
liquor with common salt is in the Gerlach pro- 
cedure recovered by crystallization, and not re- 
introduced into the “Ot the operation as 
caustic ammonia. ~ = Salted loss of 
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distillation of the gas liquor fk the deéounposl: 
tion of non-volatile, ammoniacal compounds, No 
common salt is wasted, but it returns contin- 
ually into the circuit of the operation. For 
every equivalent of chloride of sodium employed 
a full equivalent of soda is obtained as a by- 
product, which has not hitherto been found 
practicable in the ammonia soda process. The 
cost of the recovery of the ammonia is saved, 
as the solution of chloride of ammonium yields 
crystals of sal ammoniac on slight evaporation. 
The production of sal ammoniac and that of 
soda is continuous, while fresh quantities of gas 
liquor are constantly brought into use. The de- 
fects pointed out by practical men in the com- 
mon ammonia soda process are the great quanti- 
ties of solutions to be dealt with, the enormous 
consumption of coal depending on the continual 
recovery of the ammonia, and the unavoidable 
loss of the latter reagent. 

The weak side of Dr. Gerlach’s process appears 
to be that the alkali manufacture could only be 
carried on where a large and constant supply of 
gas liquor is available, and that the yield of soda 
would be necessarily limited by the quantity of 
a by-product.—Dingler.

Prints in Japan. 








The shops scattered through Tokio, where 
cheap prints are sold, attract attention from the 
gray colors of the pictures, strung on lines for 
public observation, and by the crowd of inter- 
ested spectators generally clustered before them. 
The trade evidently supplies a popular want, 
and we need not be surprised to find, therefore, 
that, in a city of the dimensions of the capital, 
it has attained to very large proportions. The 
business has received a fresh impetus from the 
outbreak of the civil war, though the occupa- 
tion itself is of very ancient origin. The 
variety of these prints and their artistic merit 
astonish one. A prominent house, one of the 
largest in Tokio, has already issued one hundred | 
and thirty sets of pictures, each comprising 
three engravings, on themes suggested by the 
Kagoshima insurrection. These are mostly ex- | 
aggerations of personal prowess conventional | | 
to Japanese martial art, very absurd, many of 
them, yet all executed in a manner that not 
merely amuses but instructs. The work itself, 
when we consider the price for which the 
pictures are sold, commands admiration. The 
first step in the production of a novelty is the 
employment of an artist, of whom there are 
several famous for this specialty in Tokio, who 
designs the scenes desired, and draws them in 
ink on the finest paper. These sketches, which | 
bring the artist from one to three dollars apiece, 
are most beautifully done, judged by any 
standard. The next step is the wood engraving, 
which is also performed in the most delicate 
Rarely can one see more exquisite | 
specimens of the graver’s skill than on some of | 
these humble blocks. The wood-cutters, at the | 
best, can earn by their industry from &7 to $10 | 

month ; twenty-five cents a day is good | 
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average pay. To cut the more complicated 
plates requires from a week to ten days. The 
whole expense of preparing one of these prints, 
then, including designing, cutting the original 
plate and the color plates, of which latter there 
are sometimes upward of twenty required for 
one picture, inks, &c., is about seven dollars. 
They sell, on an average, for five cents a set of 
three pictures. While quite a novelty, however, 
they maintain a “ fancy price,” sometimes where 


a great hit has been made, going for as much as | 


fifteen cents a set; and, on the other hand, anti- 
quated prints may be bought for a cent a sheet.

Corean paper is made of the bark of the mul- | 


berry tree, and is used by the wealthier classes 
in Manchuria and North China instead of glass,

It resembles Japan paper. Its great strength 
and imperviousness to damp, and the size of the 
sheets, are worthy of special notice. Indeed, it 


is well known that the making of paper is one of | 


the chief industries of the still isolated kingdom 
of Corea. It finds its way into China through the 
three annual fairs which are held near the 
boundary between the two countries. The 
strength of Corean paper is owing to the fact 
that the material is not weakened by being sub- 
jected to the action of lime for the purpose of 
whitening it. The paper which the Coreans use 
for dispatch writing resembles, in strength. and

The first proceeding under the present act is 


| for the merchant to make his assignment, which 

| must be recorded in,the county clerk’s office, and

assent to the assignment, such assent being sub- 
scribed and acknowledged by the assignee, either 


| in the assignment, at the end of it, or indorsed 


upon it. The assignment should be recorded 
either in the county where the debtor resided or 
that in which he carried on his business at the 
date of the assignment. If made by partners 
the assignment should be recorded in the county 
containing the principal place of business of the 
copartnership; and if real estate is assigned, a 
copy of the assignment is to be recorded in the 
county where the real estate is situated. The 
schedule must contain the name, occupation, 
residence, place of business of the debtor, the 
name and place of business of the assignee, and 
the last known residence of each creditor. To 
assist the assignee the county Judge or Judge 
of the Court of Common Pleas may compel any 
person to appear and disclose any knowledge or 
information he may possess necessary to the 
proper making of such inventory. Under pre- 
vious acts the debtor alone could be compelled to 
disclose such information.

| different provisions are also made for advertis- 


ing for creditors and for the presentation of 
claims. The advertisements for creditors to pre- 
sent their claims must be published once a week 
for six successive weeks in two newspapers to be 
designated by the county Judge, and also in the 
State paper if there are creditors residing out of 
the State. Creditors must present their claims 
within a specified time, not less than thirty Jays 
from the date of the last publication. The as- 
signee’s bond must be filed within thirty days from 
the date of the assignment, and an action may 
be brought on such bond by any party in inter- 
est, by leave of the Court, and not by the District 
Attorney. An assignee may be removed for 
misconduct and incompetency, on petition of 
one or more creditors, after notice of not less than 
twenty days to the assignor, assignee and surety. 
He may also be removed on his own application. 
The assignee has a right to apply at any time 
after the assignment for his own accounting, and 
he may apply to the county Judge for leave to 
compound any claim or debt belonging to the 
estate of the debtor; very elaborate and care- 
fully drawn provisions are made for citations 
and their service on creditors and others inter- 
ested, as well as for references and compositions. 
The powers of the county Judge or the Justice 
of the Court of Common Pleas are also specific- 


ally laid down.

A New Invention in Telephones. 


Mr. T. A. Edison has invented a new telephone, 
which is thus described; ? 

The transmitting apparatus consists simply of 
a long tube about two inches in diameter, hav- 
ing one end covered with a thin sheet brass 
diaphragm, which is kept tight by a stretching 
ring. In the centre of the brass diaphragm is 
riveted a thin disk of platina, and immediately 
in front of this disk is an adjustable platina- 
pointed screw secured to a rigid pillar. 

To transmit the music it is only necessary to 
sing or play into the open end of this tube. This 
causes the diaphragm to vibrate, and the platina 
points, meeting, make the circuit, and the elec- 
tric current transmits every vibration over the 
wire to the receiving end. 

The receiving apparatus employed by Mr. Edi- 
son for reproducing the tones is based upon an 
original discovery made by him some five years 
ago. This discovery was that when a piece of 
paper moistened with certain chemical solutions 
is laid upon a metallic plate connected to the 
positive pole of a battery, and a platina-faced 





wire connected to the negative pole of the bat- 
tery is drawn over the paper, the passage of the 
current through it causes all friction to disap- 
pear, and the platina-faced wire slides over the 
paper as iron upon ice; but if the current te 
interrupted, this effect instantly disappears, aud 
the normal friction of the paper causes the wires 
to be drawn over it with difficulty. This prin- 


| 


ciple is applied to the receiver—a resonant box, | 


a drum or wheel having flanges on both sides. 


handle. A continuous strip of paper from the 


reel passes over the drum, the surface of which | 
is roughened. Resting upon the drum is a smooth | 


platina point upon the spring, which is secured 
to the centre of the resonant box, and presses 
the platina point with considerable force upon 
the chemically prepared paper. The current 
from the battery passes to the spring, to the 
platina point, thence through the moist paper— 
which in this state is a conductor—thence to the 
drum, and back to the battery. 


The operation is as follows: When the handle | 
is turned the paper passes forward, and the nor- | 


mal friction between the point and the paper 
serves to give a forward motion to the spring: 
hence one side of the resonant box is drawn out. 


If now a wave of current passes through the | 


paper, all friction ceases, and the spring not be- 
ing pulled, the side of the resonator regains its 
normal position; and this takes place at each 
vibration. By means of this friction the most 
feeble currents, which would not produce the 
slightest effect upon the electro-magnet, thus 
exert extraordinary strength. This apparatus 
will respond and reproduce with great power the 
highest notes of the human voice, which are 
nearly inaudible when magnets are employed, 
the slowness of their operation being due to the 
time required for the magnetization and demag- 
netization of currents, which delay the action 
and mutilate the signals.

This description refers more especially to the | 
apparatus for the transmitting of the human 


voice in tones or singing. The only difference 
between this and the speaking telegraph proper, 
however, is in the substitution of a plumbago 
point for the platina point in the adjustable screw 
of the transmitter. 
inal discovery of Mr. Edison's, viz., that plum- 
bago changes its electrical resistance with 
enormous rapidity under pressure, the effect in 
this application being that when the diaphragm 
is vibrated weakly, contact is made with the 
plumbago point very lightly; and the resistance 
of the plumbago being but slightly reduced, a 
weak current ix sent out from the battery, and a 
weak effect produced at the receiving station. 
When, however, a strong pressure of the dia- 
phragm is effected, by reason of the exercise of 
a more powerful vibration of the voice, the resist- 
ance is very greatly reduced, and a strong cur- 
rent passes to the line, anda strong or loud effect 
is produced at the receiving station. Hence the 
amount of power, ,with all its fine gradations 
generated by the voice of the transmitting 
station, is transmitted in its proportions to the 
receiving instrument, and thus the fine articula- 
tion of the voice is obtained. This, of itself, isa 
wonderful invention, and will be of great value 
to electricians in other fields. The ability to send 
from a battery currents of different strength au- 
tomatically isa new and valuable invention in 
electricity.— Philadelphia Press.

THE MONEY MARKET—Continues very 
quiet, and the rates prevailing for call loans re- 
main the same, the supplies offering being 
largely in excess of any demand. The rate at 
banks and trust companies remains nominally 
at 4 per cent., although some business is still 
done at 3 and 34¢ per cent.
